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Solving a Herd Health Problem

REVIOUS to four years ago we continually had 
Preonsiaeradie trouble with retained placenta and a 

lot of dirty discharges after calvings. These condi- 
tions with numerous cow resulted in a very material 
decrease in milk production as against the production of 
cows which had entirely normal calvings. We had, for 
some time previous to 1930, been improving our calving 
conditions somewhat through injections of abortion 
bacterins at regular intervals during cow’s period of 
pregnancy. With the advent of a certain organic sea 
mineral supplement (10% in our grain ration) we dis- 
continued all veterinary treatments for these disorders 
and left it up to these organic sea minerals. Within 
about six months our troubles practically all disap- 
peared. Now, during the past two and one half years 
we have had over 200 calvings without a retained pla- 
centa or any afterbirth trouble. Approximately two- 
fifths of these calvings were from cows which are posi- 
tive to bang-bacillus test. Further, there were 15 sets 
of twins and in every case the placentas passed normally. 
All other factors in the herd, except the organic sea 
mineral supplement, were identical before and since 
1930. The necessity for veterinary service has now 
been practically eliminated, whereas, previously it was 
excessive. I do not infer that we have 100% breeding 
order in our herd today. We have a very good breeding 
order and the retained placenta trouble has absolutely 
been eliminated. This mineral supplement is respon- 
sible. Now, as to my analysis of the fundamental rea- 
sons for this great improvement and also my answer to 
the claims and assumptions of others on this subject. 


Our cows have always been well fed previous to 
calving and as far as any man could observe were in 
very good condition of health. By ‘‘well fed’’ I mean 
they had a complete and balanced ration according to 
the best advice of our agricultural colleges combined 
with practical feeding sense. I have read_ recently 
where certain men claim that cows which were gaining 
in weight for six to eight weeks immediately prior to 
calving would calve in normal condition with no re- 
tained placenta. This is contrary to our experience 
prior to 1930. Now living with the cows every day, and 
observing them closely, and having had in college a 
course in physiological chemistry, as applied to a cow’s 
life, I formed an opinion that there was something 
quite vital lacking in our cows’ rations, not our cows 
alone, but also in most every dairy of high producing 
cows. Further, from all I could learn of the latest 
nutritional investigations I decided that this deficiency 
In nearly all our dairy rations was a lack of sufficient 
vital minerals, one of which is organic sea iodine, to 
enable a cow to supply all her body needs and to pro- 
duce large quantities of mineral rich milk. We know 
that a heavy producing cow will rob her body of life 
Sustaining minerals in order to maintain the mineral 
content of her milk, which nature intended for her 
young. 

You will note I have stated organic sea iodine. In 
my opinion a cow cannot utilize inorganic (laboratory ) 
lodine as well as the natural organic form. As this is 
true of iodine, so is it quite likely true of other minerals. 


The cow needs organic (plant) minerals in her rations. 
As I see it, we have here the answer to the failure of 
so many so-called mineral supplements. They were 
inorganic minerals made in a laboratory and the cow 
cannot use them to full advantage. And here, also, as 
I see it, is the answer to the great benefits of organic 
minerals in our herds of high producing cows. These 
minerals are sea plant minerals. The sea is a veritable 
storehouse of minerals, especially the rare ones which, 
though a cow may need but a very small amount, are 
most vital and when lacking cause serious nutritional 
disorders. 

It is my contention based on years of observation, 
experience and study, that the fundamental cause for 
retained placenta is a nutritional disturbance, due to 
the lack of necessary vital minerals. During a lactation 
of heavy production, even on what appears to be a good 
ration, the cow has depleted her body reserve of min- 
erals, to provide the minerals in her milk, and further 
to provide the minerals for the development of her 
fetus. She has to cheat on minerals some place and one 
place which she does it is in the development of the 
placenta. The result is a retained placenta with its ac- 
companying disorders. This may happen whether a 
cow has bang bacillus or whether she has not. Of course, 
the presence of bang bacillus (abortion bacillus) may, 
and no doubt often does, aggravate matters and make 
them worse. However, our experience shows quite con- 
clusively that given a proper nutritional balance of or- 
ganic minerals in the cows’ ration one can disregard 
bang bacillus as a factor in retained placenta. In our 
herd the source of these vital organic minerals has been 
‘“‘Manamar,’’ a complete organic mineral supplement 
which originates in the sea. We feel that we have 
definitely solved the retained placenta (afterbirth) prob- 
lem. We have eliminated its resultant losses from our 
herd. Further, we can observe other distinct benefits 
from having provided a complete organic mineral sup- 
plement in our ration. Our cows have a bloom luster 
and a sparkle in their eye that bespeaks proper nutrition. 

The longer I milk cows and the more I can learn 
from feeding and nutrition investigations the more I 
am convinced of the great importance of minerals 
(proper and complete) in a cow’s ration. Now, I am 
not sufficiently competent as a chemist or as a nutri- 
tion expert to list each and all of these minerals and 
explain their various functions, but I am a dairyman 
(cow man) and I can see the benefits to my cows. 
Further, with results on my cows so very evident, why 
should not similar benefits result to people who would 
provide themselves with complete organic mineral foods 
such as I do my cows. This to me is a most interesting 
avenue of human research and quite possibly our milk 
provides all these vital minerals, when the cow is pro- 
vided with them in her ration. Recent analysis of our 
milk here at Overbrook shows an organic (food) iodine 
content equal to that of the best sea foods such as 
lobsters, etc. Our milk has from 10 to 12 times as much 
food iodine as does ordinary milk. The possibilities 
appear tremendous and I believe there is a real commer- 
cial aspect to them. 
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Founding the Breed in Wisconsin 
By L. VAN BOSSCHE and OLAF F. LARSON, University of Wisconsin 


RR panion ne while riding in rural Wisconsin our com- 


panion noticed that black and white cattle were 
numerous upon the thousand hills in the southern 
counties. He was surprised to learn that 54% of the 
state’s two million dairy cows traced back to Holstein 
Friesian sources. 
He was just as much interested to know that these 


big black and white cows, so often seen in the Badger 
state, have been in Wisconsin well over a half century. 
He asked us as we drove along, to call to his attention the 
locations of some of the pioneer breeders and to tell him 
of their work. 

From a book about dairy cattle history I had with me, 
we found that the credit is given to four men and the 
University of Wisconsin for the outstanding early Hol- 
stein breed promotion work. The men are: Septer Win- 
termute, Whitewater; T. W. Laramy, Beloit; T. K. Gillett 
and his son, W. J. Gillett of Rosendale, in Fond du Lac 
County. 

The first pure bred Holstein bull was brought into our 
state in 1873, just 61 years ago, to Whitewater, by Septer 
Wintermute. This bull, Elswout Prince No. 95, was _ pur- 
chased as a yearling from H. C. Hoffman of Horseheads, 
N. Y. The sire of this first Wisconsin bull was imported 
from Holland. Mr. Wintermute had to use his new bull 
on common stock as there were no other pure bred Hol- 
steins in the state at the time. 

Then we wondered who started the 
bred black and whites in the state. We 
man was T. W. Laramy of Beloit, who started in 1876 
with a bull and three cows, all imported. We didn’t have 
time to drive to Beloit, but in our history book we found 
that Laramy’s cattle were purchased from O. E. Merrill, a 
Beloit business man. Merrill had seen the animals in 
Illinois, taken a fancy to them, and brought them home. 
Laramy, in turn, bought them. 

On the Laramy farm at Beloit in 1877, the 
consin pure bred Holstein calf was born, a 
Douglas, No. 1034. Mr. Laramy bought a 
later and gradually built up a herd of 
breds. He sold many animals to establish new herds 
throughout the state. Included among the buyers were 
R. R. Wilson of Plymouth, the first breeder in Sheboygan 
county, and F. W. Maxon, an early Walworth county 
breeder. 

Mr. Laramy was a stock showman in the early 80's and 
exhibited the first Holsteins shown at the Wisconsin state 
fair in 1879. This herd was sold off many years ago so it 
is impossible to get very definite information concerning 
his early breeding work.

marketed in quantity. As we drove we saw that silos, 
often called “watch towers of prosperity’, were especially 
numerous. If we had looked up the last census report 
we would have found there are, taking the state as a 
whole, 65 silos to every 100 Wisconsin farms. 

We were now at Rosendale in Fond du Lac county 
where the Gillett’s T. K. and his son, W. J., started the 
oldest existing privately owned herd of Holsteins in the 
state. They were prominent as early breeders and their 
sons and grandsons are still carrying on, operating with a 
herd of 50 or 60. They have animals tracing back to the 
original imported stock. 


T. K. Gillett bought his first bull and cow in 1879. He 
paid $250 for the bull, Sir Anthony No. 398. The cow, 


named Imported Duchess of Springdale, was the first Wis- 
consin cow admitted to the old Dutch Friesian Breeders’ 
association. 

Quoting again from a page of Holstein history we read, 
“By far the most important animal bought by Mr. Gillett 
was imported Johanna—this cow was obtained by special 
order—to ‘get the best cow recorded in the Holland Herd 
book’—Johanna came to Wisconsin in a shipment of sey- 
eral head brought by Moore and Gillett in 1881. ‘The price 
paid for this cow, including freight, was $537.50. Every 
animal in the Gillett herd at the present time is a 
descendant of Johanna”’. 

Such was the start of one of the more prominent fam- 


ilies of the Holstein breed in America for the Gillett farm 
at Rosendale is called the “home of the Johannas”’. 
The elder Mr. Gillett was a noted showman and stock 


feder. He won several prizes at the state fair with his 
cattle. The son was an organizer of the Wisconsin Hol- 
stein-Friesian association and served as its first secretary. 
He joined the American Holstein-Friesian association and 
served first as a vice president. He was president of the 
national organization twice, in 1901 and 1902. He served 
as a member of the executive committee 13 years. 

The first Wisconsin cow to be officially tested for ad- 
vanced registry was Mr. Gillett’s cow, Johanna 5th. The 
greatest achievement was the production of Colantha 4th’s 
Johanna, breaker of five world’s records. These 
were made under the personal care of the owner. Neigh- 
bors feared he would break down under the strain of 
being up nights with this cow and told him, “Gillett, 
will kill yourself working with that cow.” To which 
Gillett replied, “Perhaps I will, but if I do I will die 
happy.”

After leaving Rosendale my friend remarked that never 
before had he realized how important Holsteins are in 
helping produce the 30 million pounds of milk which comes 
from Wisconsin farms every day in the year. How they 
help Wisconsin dairymen to produce over a twelfth of the 
nation’s entire dairy supply. 

Now in our imaginary trip to places 
where Holstein history was made we are 
back to Madison visiting the State Univer- 
sity which bought a bull and a cow in 
1878 to own the second breeding herd in 
the state. The animals were purchased 
from two men in Elgin, Illinois, at a cost 
of $525 plus freight. The cow, Winifred 
No. 231, was in imported animal,—the 
bull, Ned Winkle No. 302, was raised by 
an Illinois breder. The first offspring of 
these two animals registered by the Uni- 
versity was Baron of Mendota, born 1880, 


and sold to Thomas L. Heath of Madi- 
son. The second was Mendota Queen, 
born 1881. 


“From the date of registration of these 
animals, it seems certain that the Uni- 
versity herd was second pure bred Hol- 
stein establishment in Wisconsin, the 
first being that of T. W. Laramy of Beloit. 
As Mr. Laramy’s was sold off separately 
the University of Wisconsin herd is now 
the oldest Holstein herd in the _ state. 
None of the animals in the herd at the 
present time, however, are descendants

uncle to die. Such methods are highly uncertain, 
yet there is a sure way for any breeder of dairy cattle 
to inherit weath. All he requires is to understand and 
intelligently apply the laws of inheritance whereby qual- 
ity and production are transmitted from parent to off- 
spring, in his herd. It is in his power to introduce the 
factors of inheritance that will bring him a continuous 
stream of profit and thus his fortune grows, not through 
the fickle laws of legacy, but through the undeviating 
laws of heredity. 

Our herd is now in the ninth year of Dairy Herd 
Improvement Association testing. We find that the rec- 
ords of their dams, while the other sire has to date 
I have recently given myself to a diligent and system- 
atic search of these records to discover the blood of, 
sire and dam that would combine to build a herd of 
high production, high test, and sure ability of trans- 
mitting these qualities to their offspring. 

Two senior herd sires have completed their work 
in our herd since we began testing. Their contribution, 
good or bad, to the building of the herd was contained 
in these records. I determined to learn the relative 
merits of those sires by examining the records. The 
earlier sire, I found, had left thirty-seven daughters 
that has made records that could be compared with rec- 
ords of their dams, while the other sire has to date 
thirty-nine. Accordingly I proceeded to compare the 
records of each bull’s daughters with their respective 
dams, according to the method of the Mount Hope In- 
dex. The two accompanying graphs show the results 
obtained in studying the fat production of the progeny 
of these two bulls. 

Taking the dams with which the first bull was 
mated, vou will find that we have a herd of thirty-seven 
cows Whose records show that they have an average 
capacity to produce in mature form, 358.4 pounds of fat 
in a lactation period not exceeding 365 days. These 
cows were mated to a bull of high lineage but of un- 
known capacity. The daughters of this mating show 
an average capacity to produce 381.7 pounds of fat at 
mature lactation of 365 days or less. This is an in- 
crease above their dams of 23.3 pounds or 6%% a 
substantial and worthwhile gain, and according to the 
formula of the Mount Hope System, it gives this bull 
an index, or capacity valuation of 401.9 pounds of fat, 
which means that by the record of his daughter’s  in- 
crease over their dams, he must be judged to have abil- 
ity to transmit production at least up to 401.9 pounds. 
The entire index for both milk and fat production for

he dam’s average of 390.6 lbs. fat was increased to 487.4 Ibs. 
an increase of 96.8 lbs. or 24.78%. A real breed improver.

this sire reads thus: 37 pair, 11,555 pounds milk testing 
3.48 %—401.9 pounds butterfat. 

While that is a commendable showing, it will be 
well for us to scrutinize this chart a little more carefully, 
and as we do so our estimate of this bull as a breeder 
does not increase. You will note that each dam’s pro- 
duction is represented by a dot, the lowest producer be- 
ing placed at the left end of the chart, each following 
in her order, till we rise to the highest producer at the 
extreme right. The spearhead indicates the production 
point of each daughter. Note how, beginning at the 
left, these spears uniformly thrust upward till we begin 
to approach the line of the dam’s average production. 
From there on they become erratic, some go up—some 
go down, some a short way, some a long way, until we 
come to the last seven—the highest producing dams. 
These all have the bull outclassed—now every spear 
points downward, some to quite a humiliating degree. 
Evidently this is not a bull of strong, consistent, pre- 
potent breeding power. We will not get far by con- 
tinuing him in service. 

Now let us turn to this bull’s successor. He is mated 
largely to his predecessor’s daughters. The average fat 
production of his mates is 390.6 pounds. You see, he 
has a harder task than the other, for his mates are 
higher producers than the mates of the first sire. He 
begins higher than the other left off, yet note how stead- 
ily and strongly the spears thrust upward. Eighty-five per 
cent of them and but six of them pointing downward. 
The three daughters with the highest records are from 
dams with a 500 pound capacity or better. Notwith- 
standing the factor of a higher start we find the average 
capacity of the daughters to exceed that of their dams 
by 96.8 pounds or 24.78% of the dams production, his 
full index being 39 pair—14,393 pounds of milk, testing 
3.96% —570 pounds fat, all these records being on the 
basis of twice a day milking. ‘ 

Evidently here is strong and rich blood from which 
herd wealth and consequent high profits can be inhet- 
ited. Happy the breeder who has such a sire and knows 
that he has him, for he represents golden opportunity, 
yet for want of records and the intelligent study of them, 
many such sires have gone to the block before discovery. 

From such a study it is easy and logical to select 
the cows with large production and large capacity to 
transmit production and on the foundation of this choiee 
blood in both sire and dam, build a herd of increasing 
merit. 

Dig out the facts and put the great forces of inher- 
itance to work for you.

of scenic grandeur, historic lore, and families with 

those sterling qualities of the real New England 
Yankee. 

There is none more typical than Cream Hill Farm 
and its owners, Messrs. C. L. and T. S. Gold of, West 
Cornwall. The abundant pastures, healthy orchards 
and those “typey’’ Holsteins at Cream Hill all show 
evidence of a scientific management, and when I have 
finished you will agree that there are indeed few places 
like it. 

In the first place, I want to say that Cream Hill 
Farm is situated high up on the top of the big hill in 
the town of Cornwall, 1,300 feet above sea level. From 
a pasture above the house you can look northward, on 
a clear day, some 50 miles out over Berkshire ranges 
toward Williamstown, you can see west to the Catskills 
of New York and southward far down the famous Housa- 

tonic river valley. The buildings are 1,000 feet above 
’ the railroad station three miles away. 

There are some buildings that are so old, yet look 
so new, that you marvel at the thought of it. One house 
was built in 1750 and is the oldest one standing in the 
town today. Ted’s house, although possessed of every 
modern convenience, was built during the American 
Revolution. 

The farm was cleared, away back in 1758 and Ted 
can show you a beautiful twenty-five acre pasture that 
has never been plowed since it was originally seeded. 
Another has not been plowed for fifty years, and another 
for thirty years. The pastures are excellent, however, 
having been well supplied with top dressings of stable 
manure, lime, and acid phosphate. 

The original Theodore S. Gold, Ted’s grandfather, 
was apparently a progressive man of the times. He was 
a leader in the community and Cream Hill was the 
center of scientific thought and experimentation agricul- 
turally for the whole state. At one time, he had 100 
different varieties of apples. In 1845 he and his brother, 
Dr. S. W. Gold, established the first agricultural school 
which later grew into the Connecticut State Land Grant 
College. 

But perhaps, while all this is indeed interesting, you 
would rather read of the Messrs. Golds’ cattle breeding 
activities. Well, to start at the beginning, we will have 
to go back to 1855, some 26 years before the organiza- 
tion of our present association. This was before the 
days of the telephone, the electric light, the typewriter, 
the trolley car, the phonograph, and all that. Ted’s 
grandfather kept pure bred Shorthorns, Holsteins, and 
Ayrshires. Volume II of the Shorthorn Herd Book lists 
several animals registered by him in 1855. One of them 
was a cow named “Duchess” who was a daughter of his 
famous cow “Creampot.’’ ‘“‘Creampot’”’ produced in her 
prime at the rate of 36 quarts of milk a day and 18 
pounds, 2 ounces of butter a week. That was sufficiently 
notable that whenever her name is printed in the Herd 
Book there is a printed footnote giving her record. 

The first milk record for Holsteins was not made 
until 1871 by Gerrit S. Miller of New York. The first 
7-day Holstein butter record of which we have knowl- 
edge was made in 1881 through the Dutch Friesian 
Association at New York Mills, N. Y., by Solomon Hoxie, 
then secretary, using four quart cans and a stone churn. 
The record started March 16, 1881 and continued for 
twenty-eight days. (Average milk per day 62 pounds, 
12 ounces—average butter per day 2.61 pounds.) 

The first pure bred Holsteins at Cream Hill were 
imported in 1883 by Alonzo Bradley of Lee for Ted’s 
grandfather. There were three heifers and a_ bull. 
Their names were Sneeker 4th, Keizer 3rd, and Trui, 
according to th Herd Book. Mr. Gold registered his 
first Holsteins in Volume I of the Holstein Herd Book 
published in 1886. These were the first offspring of

the calves imported in 1883. 
He also registered Ayrshire cattle in the American 
pub- 


and Canadian Ayrshire Herd Book Volume III, 





lished in 1871 by Samuel Bowles of Springfield, Mass. 

Ted’s father, Mr. C. L. Gold, however, was more in- 
clined toward Shorthorns and gradually disposed of the 
other breeds until in 1916 when the present Holstein 
herd was founded for Ted who was graduating from 
college 


The present herd of 81 head, all Holsteins, has been 
entirely negative to Blood Test since 1926. There have 
been no reactors to tuberculosis since 1924. It has been 
entered in the Herd Improvement Registry since the be- 
ginning of this form of record-making. The herd as a 
whole is of splendid type, and the bulls are unusually 
good. 


The story of the rapid development of the Gold herd 
is again the story of a great sire. In this case, it is the 
bull named King Pontiac Segis Clothilde Gem No. 
184810, the story of whose life is too long to include 
here. It was an interesting one and had plenty of real 
Holstein romance in it. I will tell but a few of the cir- 
cumstances—he was a grandson of King of the Pontiacs, 
out of a 17-lb. granddaughter of Hengerveld De Kol. 
He was twice sold to the butcher but was not killed. 
He had a lucky star and in each case a farmer offered 
the butcher a five spot for his bargain. It has been 
estimated by a representative of the Connecticut Agri- 
cultural College that ‘‘Gem”’ left at least 100 daughters 
in the town and that they were good for an average 
of 2,000 to 3,000 pounds more milk than their dams, 
according to C. T. A. records. Stories concerning the 
daughters of this bull are still told in Cornwall. Ap- 
parently 10,000 pound production from heifers was not 
unusual while 14,000 or 15,000 pounds could be secured 
from them at maturity. It is a fact that among the 
many farmers who used him or have owned his daugh- 
ters, not one will say he ever milked a poor daughter 
of ‘“‘“Gem.’’ A representative of the college estimated 
that this bull, retrieved by Mr. Gold for $95 at the 
butcher’s, returned from $35,000 to $50,000 additional 
to the town of Cornwall ,and if you include his other 
descendants, his influence can conservatively be esti- 
mated as worth $100,000. Mr. Norton’s figures on ten 
daughters and six pairs for comparison give this bull 
a Mt. Hope Index of 14,970 lbs. milk and 576 Ibs. of 
fat, average test 3.85%, Class B. He is the bull that 
started the Connecticut Proven Sire Program and was 
the cause of Ted Gold’s enthusiasm for good bulls. His 
Index for Class ‘‘C’’ in the Connecticut Program is 
13,496.6 lbs. milk and 3.83% test for 305 davs. He 
is a Bronze Medal Bull. The actual production of his 
first nine daughters can be found in Volume 44 of the 
Blue Book. 

As an indication of the wide-spread interest in the 
Connecticut Proven Sire program, especially when it 
was started some years ago, Ted has letters of inquiry 
received from breeders in England, Holland and South 
Africa. 

The Cream Hill herd is now headed by a line-bred 
son of “Gem.”’ All animals are carried in ordinary 
farm condition and average year after year between 300 
and 330 pounds of fat in Class “‘C.’’ The highest pro- 
ducing cow in the herd is Hurlwood Finderne Bess, @ 
granddaughter of Kolrain Finderne Bess sired by Dutch- 
land Pietertje Sir Fayne. At five years of age this cow 
produced 16,123 lbs. of milk and 610.1 lbs. fat (average 
test 3.85%) in Class ‘“‘C.”’ 

Both Mr. and Mrs. Gold take a keen interest in all 
agricultural doings, and naturally are most gracious and 
entertaining as hosts to all who visit them at Cream Hill. 
Ted has served as president of The Holstein-Friesian 
Breeders Association of Connecticut, as'a director of the 
New England States Association, president of the Con- 
necticut State Dairyman’s Association, and has been 
chairman of the governing committee of The Connecticut 
Proven Sire Program since its organization. He has 
served as a delegate to our National Holstein Conven- 
tions since the inauguration of the delegate system.

She is a typical daughter of her sire, 
large and deep bodied with a fine 
udder. She was bred by Wm. 
Schmidt’s Sons, St. Peter, Minn., but 
has been owned for several years by 
Maytag Dairy Farms, Newton, Iowa. 
She has a son in service in one of 
the Wisconsin Institution Herds and 
another owned by George Willer & 
Sons, Lawton, Iowa. Her last calf 
was a heifer and is one of the prom- 
ising youngsters at Maytag Dairy 
Farms. 


Persistent Producer 


Bess Piebe Pearl Fobes 1094618 
has recently finished a D. H. I. A. 
record on strictly two-time milking 
of 661 lbs. fat from 18,377 lbs. milk, 
according to her owner, H. K. Vose, 
Gurnee, Ill., who writes that in her 
first five lactations she has made an 
average production of 464.1 Ibs. fat. 
She is a granddaughter of Sir Bess 
Ormsby Fobes, whose blood pre- 
dominates in the Vose herd. Al- 
though she herself is not doing much 
to decrease the surplus production, 
she cooperated in the Recovery Pro- 
gram last fall by dropping a bull calf 
last November that carries on his 
side an almost perfect representation 
of the NRA Blue Eagle.

In general, we are looking for a fairly interesting show 
season from a Holstein standpoint. A few of the “big 
shots” of 1933 have announced that they are not coming 
out this year, but a large proportion of the stand-bys are 
expecting to be on hand again, with new faces stepping 
in to close the ranks. Just how much effect the drought 
may have in certain sections is hard to judge in advance. 

With the pulse of trade quickening a bit, and a better 
market for good cattle in prospect, we believe this will be 
an unusually good year from the standpoint of the ex- 
hibitor. Direct advertising results should be worth more 
than for the past several years. The exhibitor with sur- 
plus stock to sell should be fortified with pedigrees and 
printed matter regarding his herd in order to make the 
most of his opportunities in direct contact with prospec- 
tive buyers. The Extension Service at Madison will be 
pleased to help in furnishing breed literature and decora- 
tive material for breed extension booths. See the Exten- 
sion Service announcement in the June 30 issue. 

A thing worth doing at all is worth doing well, and 
breeders who are planning to show, if they have not 
already started conditioning and training their animals, 
should get busy on it at once. Too much fattening is a 
detriment to the animal, and should be avoided, but a 
sleek-healthy, well groomed and well trained animal has 
a big advantage over the thin, unkempt and ill-mannered 
one, even though of equal natural quality.

Selling Milk 

HE consumer, if we do not look out, is going to be- 

i come so confused as a result of the promotion of the 

various special milks on the market, that he will give 

up in disgust and take beer or some other thirst quencher 
instead. 

The pasteurized milk folks try to instill a fear of the 

safety of raw milk, even though as Dr. Brew has pointed 
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out, from the statistics you would have to drink 315 40- 
quart cans of milk a day for 70 years in order to reach 
your mathematical chance of contracting a fatal milk- 
borne disease. 

The raw milk people voice their objections to the pas- 
teurized product on the ground of flavor and destruction 
of vitamins. 

The soft curd milk promoters would have you believe 
that ordinary milk will simply clog up your whole diges- 
tive tract. 

The Vitamin D milk vendors intimate that regular 
milk, lacking this extra vital spark, is pretty ineffective 
in promoting sound, normal growth of children. 

Another school attempts to out-cod the cod-fish, with 
an iodized milk that makes every other sort sound like 
dishwater as far as its usefulness goes in human nutrition. 

The “high fat” boys talk energy and milk quality as 
though anything short of their fat standard was a ‘“‘gyp” 
on the consumer. 

In retaliation, the moderate fat milk producers some- 
times refer to the high test variety as a builder of waist- 
lines and bilious conditions in the human interior. 

Then, to cap it all, the scientific chaps have discovered 
that milk from cows fed on poor hay, is fairly lethal in 
its effects on the young calf, and inferentially on the baby 
or any other consumer. 

There is probably a place for all of these things. Prob- 
ably most of the proponents are sincere. in their arguments 
and believe at least a part of what they say, but it is a 
real question as to how helpful they are in promoting the 
use of milk. Under some circumstances, pasteurization 
is undoubtedly desirable. In others, raw milk is prefer- 
able. There are plenty of infants with weak stomachs 
that actually assimilate soft curd milk more easily. Vita- 
min D milk may accomplish all of the things claimed for 
it, even though this vitamin business is being worked to 
death in behalf of a great variety of products. 

Some folks prefer to buy very rich milk because they 
can pour off cream for their coffee, and still have a bit 
left in the remainder for cooking purposes. Some people— 
like Jack Spratt’s wife, even prefer the high fat milk for 
drinking purposes. They are entitled to indulge their 
preferences. The same with the folks who recognize milk 
as a highly important part of their diet—who prefer a 
moderate amount of fat along with the growth promoting 
and body-building solids of nature’s most perfect food. 
Healthy, normal folks want their milk to be produced and 
delivered under sanitary conditions, from clean, healthy 
well-fed cows. They do not need to be alarmed or con- 
cerned over the extra vitamins, or iodine content, or what 
have you. They would rather have 99% of these frills and 
fads thrown out the window along with the extra distribu- 
tion and handling costs which accompany them. Isn’t it 
so? 

New York State is soon to embark on its half-million 
dollar program of milk advertising. We are confident 
that a thoroughly high class job will be done in selling the 
idea of milk—not raw or pasteurized or soft curd or Vita- 
min D or “hi-test’”’ or any special fad or brand or theory. 
There is plenty of data availabie for the purpose, and the 
firm that is writing the copy is a recognized leader in the 
advertising profession. 

We rather expect, however, that the various special 
interests, with their own particular propositions to pro 
mote, will regard this as their opportunity to horn in on 
the same audiences with their claims of special virtues,” 
without which no bottle of milk can be considered com- 
plete.” They are not to be criticized particularly for this, 
providing they maintain a constructive tone; providing 
they build and do not tear down in their efforts to get 
their own particular messages across. We shall watch 
this phase of the program with close interest.

ILLIAM ROBERT ELLIOTT passed away May 11, 
Wiss. at his home in Riverside, Calif., after several 
years of ill health.

Following his graduation, he and 
his brother, Jesse S., purchased the herd of Holsteins 
owned by their father. Very shortly afterwards, they 
purchased a large hay plantation near Columbus, Miss., 
and operated the two in connection. They were most suc- 
cessful in their undertaking and bred many high record 
cows. Their outstanding sire was the famous King Pieter- 
tje Ormsby Piebe, known by all breeders. They continued 
in business until the fall of 1918 when their lowa herd was 
sold at Waterloo. 

In 1911 Mr. Elliott brought the remaining herd from 
Mississippi to California, his herd being headed by King 
Pietertje Ormsby Piebe, Jr., who was killed during the 
foot and mouth disease epidemic while in service at Fred 
Hartsook’s Farm in Lankershim. He then bought from 
Maxwell Farms the great bull, Sir Ormsby Buffalo Mer- 
cedes, a son of Tritomia Pietertje Ormsby, and out of 
Ormsby Buffalo Mercedes, making him a double grand- 
son of Sir Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes. 

Mr. Elliott also owned orange groves and even though 
his cattle were kept on a‘small acrege, he made some very 
fine records, and took many ribbons at California fairs. 
When his health failed in 1927, his brother, Jesse S., 
bought the herd and still has the offspring on his ranch 
near Phoenix, Arizona. At the time of his death, he owned 
several registered American saddle horses, kept for pleas- 
ure only. 

Mr. Elliott was a.man of few but well chosen words, 
and his friends were numbered by his acquaintances. 
Never was there a man more ready to do for others and 
gave freely of his time and money to charity. He was 
married in 1917 to Miss Corinne Stinson, of Columbus, 
Miss., who survives him, together with his father, mother, 
one sister and four brothers.

CANADIAN TEST INCREASING 
Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 

I noticed in the May 19 issue where Mrs. Kellogg 
suggested that a new breed average test be worked out. 
In writing a thesis at the Ontario Agricultural College, 
it was part of my work to do this very thing for the 
Canadian Holstein-Friesians. The R. O. P. in Canada 
started in 1908 but until 1910 there were not enough 
cows recorded to give sufficiently weighted data. How- 
ever, since 1910 until 1933, there has been a steady rise 
in the average test with, of course, yearly fluctuations. 
The average in 1910 was about 3.30% and in 1933 
3.50%, giving a rise of this period of .20%, which I 
consider a very substantial gain. I am offering this 
information in case it may be of interest to some.

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KENTUCKY FIELD DAY 


The Holstein-Friesian breeders of Kentucky will 
meet for a field day and picnic at the Experiment Station 
Dairy Farm on July 27, 1934, at 10 a.m.

This meeting has been called to give breeders an 
opportunity to renew friendships, to see their own Hol- 
stein herd, and to discuss problems that are common to 
everyone who is attempting to build a better Holstein 
herd. 


INDIANA STATE HOLSTEIN FIELD DAY 


A Field Day under the auspices of the Indiana State 
Holstein Association was held at the John A. Newman and 
Sons farm, Culver, on Tuesday, June 12, 1934. 

There were about 250 people who attended the meeting. 
Among the outstanding leaders present were: A. J. Glover, 
editor of Hoard’s Dairyman, and president of the National 
Holstein Association; George Taylor, Assistant in the 
Dairy Department at Michigan State Agricultural College; 
Jimmie Hays, field secretary of the Michigan Holstein 
Breeders Association; E. T. Wallace and G. A. Williams 
of the Purdue University Dairy Department; and Byron 
Legg, president of the Indiana Holstein Association. 

There were about 135 cattle placed in a two acre field 
where those who were interested could study the records 
of the animals and see those which the Newman’s have in 
their herds. The sires that are still in use in the Newman 
herd were placed in a corner of each lot with their off- 
spring. This proved very interesting as well as helpful to 
many of the people present. 

During the forenoon a Production Guessing Contest 
was held at which time those who cared to do so could 
guess on the best mature milk and fat record of the four 
mature cows which they could examine. This contest was 
won by William Fultz of Royal Centre and received a bull 
calf furnished by Harry Rosenbury of Rochester. 

Also during the forenoon there were two Judging Con- 
tests. One for anyone under eighteen years of age. The 
winner of this contest was Leonard Hibschman from Syra- 
cuse and he received a heifer celf furnished by Kline and 
Shilling of Culver. The other contest was for anyone over 
nineteen years, was won by Glenn Wilson of Wanatah and 
received a bull calf furnished by C. W. Newman & Sons. 

At noon everyone present enjoyed a bountiful picnic 
dinner. 

In the afternoon Mr. Glover addressed the group on 
“The Importance of Continuous Testing.” He emphasized 
the importance of testing all the daughters of a sire as a 
means of selecting Profitable Herd Sires, and of culling 
out the unprofitable cows. He stated that the present 
average fat production for the cows in the U. S. A. is only 
170 pounds, and to produce at a profit a cow must produce 
300 pounds of fat. He challenged the dairymen and es- 
pecially the young dairymen to raise the production of 
our cows as a means of combating the depression and a 
means to help the Holstein breed. 

Mr. Taylor told of the breeding program being followed 
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at the Michigan State Agricultural College where they are 
using Proven Sires on daughters of Proven Sires. They 
are now using ‘“‘Creamelle Inka Prince Frederica” the 
Indiana Gold Medal Sire that they purchased a one-half 
interest in of the Newman’s a year ago. 

Jimmie Hays entertained the group with a few witty 
remarks and the men from Purdue brought a greeting 
from the University. Mr. Legg presided during this pro- 
gram. L. M. Butler acted as Master of Ceremonies 
throughout the day. 

Holstein Ice Cream was served after the speaking and 
an indoor baseball game was enjoyed by both those who 
played and those who watched. 

The committee that made the arrangements was John 
A. Newman, Chairman; Harry Rosenbury, Tim Blosser, 
Whitney Kline and Dr. Ivey.

MORE TESTING IMPORTANT 


In the Round T'abl section, V. B. Vye of Wisconsin 
gives some interesting figures on the suject of testing. 
There is no disputing the fact that we need more of 
it in all sound forms as a guide in our breeding 
operations and as a measure of breed progress. The 
comparative figures by breeds show the total number 
of cows of the Holstein breed on test in A. R. and Herd 
Test as compared to the other breeds, to be about pro- 
portional to the total breed numbers. We have a slightly 
greater total than the other three breeds combined both 
in aggregate numbers, and in the number of cows on test. 
There is evidently room for improvement in all breeds 
in the matter of numbers on test. 

The Holstein administration is strongly pushing the 
idea of the Herd Test. The differences between the 
supervision of Herd Test records and of C. T. A. records 
in general are so slight that if so-called ‘‘mass records’’ 
are what we need as the foundation of a sound breeding 
program, why not go the whole way and provide some 
method of recognizing approved C. T. A. records by 
pure bred Holsteins? We understand that there are 
some 35,000 pure bred Holsteins on test in C. T. A. 
work, nearly five times as many as are enrolled in our 
Herd Test. We believe a way should be found to make 
use of this great additional amount of data. We under- 
stand a committee from the Board of Directors is making 
a study of the subject and will have a most interesting 
report to present at Baltimore, with some definite recom- 
mendations along this line. 

Whatever is done along this line, however, we must 
strongly protest against any effort to scuttle individual 
A. R. testing and sacrifice it on the altar of ‘‘mass test- 
ing.’’ The A. R. work has been the backbone of our 
breed progress. Do away with it and we will not only 
destroy a good part of the interest of many breeders 
and depreciate the value of their investments but will in 
our opinion be taking a long step backward from an 
industry standpoint.

present to debark at Durban but may 
leave at Capetown and go direct to 
Johannesburg to visit my uncle. I 
have references to dairy concerns in 
Port Elizabeth, East London and Dur- 
ban, which I would like to visit and 
consequently believe that I shall fol- 
low that schedule, also visiting the 
Government experiment station at 
Pretoria. 

“The cattle are standing up well 
and are really looking better now 
(written June 23) than at any time 
since leaving the farm May 26. The 
heat of the Panama and Carribean 
regions was intense and a little dif- 
ficulty was experienced keeping them 
eating well. In crossing the Gulf of 
Mexico to New Orleans we had a 
rough sea the Captain reversed his 
course from 10 P. M. Friday to 3 A. 
M. Saturday to avoid the hurricane 
that did so much damage to Louis- 
iana and Mississippi. The Chief En- 
gineer considered that the bulls (at 
midship) were being raised and lower- 
ed between 30 and 40 feet during each 
roll of the ship and one or two of the 
cattle have ‘heaved’ slightly. 

“At present the ship, M. V. Silver 
Palm, is loading and _ discharging 
cargo at the Gulf port of New Orleans, 
Good Hope, Galveston, Beaumont and 
Port Arthur and will return to New 
Orleans the 26th, leaving for South 
Africa June 30. We are scheduled 
to arrive at Capetown July 23 and at 
Durban the 28th, more than two 
months at sea for the cattle.

Young bull sold to C. M. Setchell, Men- 

dota, Ill., by the pioneer Illinois breeder, 
W. A. Green, Amboy, IIL. 


W. A. Green, who has been breed- 
ing Holsteins at his Rockyford Dairy 
near Amboy, IIl., since 1901, re- 
ports the sale of the seven months 
old bull, Rockyford Sir Bess Pon- 
tiac De Kol, to C. M. Setchell, Men- 
dota, Ill., this being Mr. Setchell’s 
third purchase from Rockyford. The 
dam of the calf is an eleven-year-old 
cow that has two older sons in serv- 
ice in two of the Illinois State Insti- 
tution herds, and a daughter that is 
full sister to Mr. Setchell’s bull now 
milking in three-year-old form and 
testing 4.8%. Mr. Green writes that 
his herd now consists of 80 head, 
all except the herd sires being de- 
scended from his original purchase 
of two A. R. O. cows from the herd 
of McKay Bros., breeders of Tilly 
Aleartra. He sends us a list of the 
ten sires that have been used in the 
development of the herd during this 
period of some 33 years, the last 
four all coming from the Puls herd 
in Wisconsin. One of the present 
herd sires is Clover Lawn Ormsby 
Fobes 40th 495169, whose first 16 
daughters show an average test over 
a six months period of 4.3%, which 
may possibly be a world’s record for 
the breed. The other herd sire now 
in use is Educator Pet Ormsby 
Clover Lawn 636540, a son of Edu- 
eator, one of the outstanding sons 
of Sir P. O. M. 37th. 

Mr. Green is one of the pioneer 
Holstein breeders in his state—per- 
haps the oldest who is still in the 
business. He was one of the first 
in Illinois to grow Alfalfa and had 
the first silo in his community. He 
well remembers when the Holstein 
was considered a ‘‘skim-milk cow,”’ 
when it was believed that alfalfa 
could not be grown in that section 
and when corn silage was considered 
very injurious to a cow, but has 
lived to see Illinois become one of 
the foremost states for Holsteins, 
alfalfa and silage corn. He writes 
that marketing nothing from his 
farm except milk and live stock has 
resulted in building the fertility of 
his farm to raise feed for three times 
the cattle it would carry thirty 
years ago and that in this year of 
drought his first cutting of alfalfa 
filled his barns. For more than 
thirty years he has been breeding for 
better type, more persistent produc- 
tion and higher test and the results 
speak for themselves. 

Despite the unfavorable farm con- 
ditions of the past spring and early 
summer, Mr. Green reports the sale 
of 15 head of Holsteins thus far in

DAIRY EXHIBIT AT CHICAGO 

Referring again to the _ splendid 
dairy exhibit of Brook Hill Farm at

I. A. Females under four years old 
and males must have dam or full 
sisters that have equalled these re- 
quirements to receive the _ full 
amount and _ two-year-old heifers 
that have not yet completed their 
year’s work may qualify if they have 
averaged 35 lbs. fat per month for 
at least four months. Exhibitors 
shall post production records back 
of each animal and all animals shall 
be unblanketed from 10 a. m. to 4 
p. m. each day except show day and 
wash day.

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Ormsby Sensation 45th (1925-34) 


Ormsby Sensation 45th 442551 died 
suddenly at Bellevue Dairy Farms, 
Hyattsville, Md. some time during 
the night of June 8, he being found 
dead on Saturday morning. He had 
been in the best of health and vigor 
at past ten years old and many dele- 
gates and guests at the National Con- 
vention that week had taken the op- 
portunity of seeing this famous sire 
and had commented on his splendid 
appearance. An autopsy showed that 
his death was caused by a nail which 
punctured his heart. He leaves 
twenty daughters on the Bellevue 
herd another was one of the stars 
of the recent Royal Brentwood, sell- 
ing for 600 to U. S. Naval Academy 
Dairy. 

He was born November 5, 1923, in 
the herd of his breeder, Juilus Schmid 
of Beaver Dam Stock Farm at Mont- 
gomery, N. Y.—a son of Ormsby Sen- 
sation from one of the greatest old 
foundation cows in the Beaver Dam 
herd, Shady Maple King Pontiac 
Hockster. She was a 35-lb. cow and 
had an S. O. record of 571.8 lbs. fat 
in only 295 days, testing 3.78% for 
this period. At an early age he was 
sold to R. E. Eddy, Poultney, Vt. 
and became the corner stone of the 
Newmont herd. By 1930 Mr. Eddy’s 
herd was made up almost exclusively 
of daughters and granddaughters of 
Ormsby Sensation 45th so to give him 
a wider opportunity, Mr. Eddy con- 
signed him to the Silver Anniversary 
Earlville Sale in December of that 
year, advertising this as “the great- 
est proven sire opportunity available 
today”. He was purchased after a 
spirited contest with several breeders 
from a number of different states by 
C. Heurich, Jr., owner of Bellevue 
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Famous proven sire of production with high test and show type, who died June 8 at Bellevue

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Farms for $2,125. 
Mr. Heurich sold

The committee in charge of award- 
ing the Bob Haeger and Frank Price

beautiful trophies were provided by 
a large number of friends of Bob 
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and Frank in the East as well as 
in the West, it seemed to the com- 
mittee only fair that Eastern exhibi- 
tors should have an equal opportun- 
ity to compete for them, hence the 
decision of the committee. Last 
year both trophies were awarded at 
Waterloo and both were won by 
Maytag Dairy Farms, Newton, Iowa, 
whose name is accordingly the first 
to be engraved on the towering 
shafts. The two trophies will be 
offered in perpetual competition 
each year at fairs designated by the 
committee. 


The Ohio Dairy Day, scheduled for 
Friday, August 10 at the Ohio Experi- 
ment Station, Wooster, Ohio, is the 
seventh in an annual series of such 
events sponsored by the Ohio Dairy- 
men’s Association, which body is ar- 
ranging for a splendid speaking pro- 
gram in the afternoon, with at least 
one speaker of national reputation. 
The morning will be devoted to a 
judging contest for 4-H members and 
vocational students with games and 
sports for the younger children. The 
picnic lunch will be another impor- 
tant feature. Last year the Ohio 
Dairy Day attracted a crowd of 5,000 
and this year’s plan calls for an even 
more extended program.

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CENTRAL N. Y. BREEDERS PICNIC 


The Onondaga County Club was 
the first to accept the offer of the 
New York Holstein-Friesian Associa- 
tion to provide a nationally known 
speaker for a June picnic and the 
Madison County Club was the sec- 
ond, so a joint picnic was held near 
the Onondaga-Madison line, at 
Suburban Park, Manlius, N. Y., on 
Monday, June 25, with Onondaga as 
host, Madison as assistant host, and 
all the clubs of the state, particu- 
larly in Central New York, invited 
to attend, with Dr. O. E. Reed, chief 
of the Bureau of Dairy Industry as 
principal speaker. 

Fourteen counties of the state 
were represented, Onondaga leading 
with 37, followed by Madison with 
16, Cortland with 14 and Lewis with 
10. It was too good a day for hay- 
making to get out a very large 
crowd. 

Following a _ basket picnic, the 
crowd assembled in the dance pavil- 
lion, Where the speaking program 
took place, with LeRoy Munro, presi- 
dent of the Onondaga County Club 
presiding. He introduced State Sec- 
retary S. J. Brownell, who _ took 
charge of the roll call and spoke on 
a number of matters of interest to 
Holstein breeders of the state, espe- 
cially on the milk situation as it af- 
fects New York Holstein breeders. 
He also commented on the recent 
National Convention and stated that 
the New York delegation was by far 
the largest of any state group, with 
31 of New York’s 62 counties being 
represented. 

National Director H. V. Noyes 
spoke briefly on the constructive ac- 
tion of the National Convention and 
Stated that the change in extension 
policy adopted at that convention 
would not mean that New York’s 
share of the extension money would 
be cut as long as they maintain 
their present extension program, 
Which he said was commented on 
favorably by directors from all sec- 
tions of the country. 


Chief Reed, who had just re- 
turned from a two weeks’ emergency 
trip through the drought area, re- 
ported that conditions in the Da- 
kotas and parts of Minnesota are 
even worse than they have been de- 
scribed in the press. The govern- 
ment is buying up cattle that are 
literally starving to death, paying 
emergency prices of from $10 to $20 
it head. Animals unfit for human 
food are slaughtered and buried on 
the farms, while those in better con- 
dition are being butchered and the 
meat canned for distribution by 
Emergency Relief agencies. Sub- 
Ssistence cows are also being loaned 
by the government to needy families 
and in some cases relief agencies are 
providing feed for such cows as well 
as feed for human beings. A total 
of 256,000 cattle have already been 
taken up by the Government and it 
IS expected that from two to five 
million may be purchased if the 
drought continues. He stated that 
the drought is calling attention for- 
cibly to the value of alfalfa, which 
is proving to be a life saver in many 
of the stricken sections. 


Turning from the drought to prob- 
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lems of more immediate interest to 
Eastern dairymen, Chief Reed em- 
phasized the value of mass testing 
as a means of proving sires and 
urged the New York breeders to con- 
tinue their proven sire programs 
which are already getting splendid 
results. Herd testing year after year 
and a careful study of the results of 
such testing points the way to im- 
provement in the dairy industry. 
Chief Reed also advocated the use 
of more and better roughage rather 
than so much highly concentrated 
feeds and stressed the importance 
of economic records rather than 
high records. He stated that this 
country is facing the greatest short- 
age of good roughage in history and 
believes that many of our grain 
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farmers must turn to alfalfa and 
sweet clover. 


In closing he expressed consider- 
able hope for the future of the dairy 
industry, pointing to the National 
Tuberculosis Eradication program, 
now getting under way in all states, 
and supplemented in many states by 
state funds. This and the drought 
relief work is expected to reduce the 
surplus of cattle greatly and the 
work of Bang’s Disease control will 
be of further help. Stocks of sur- 
plus butter in storage are already 
20% below the average of the past 
five years and altogether the picture 
is looking brighter, especially for 
the dairyman who has been keeping 
up his testing and herd improvement 
work.

dress, which was translated into 
French by Secretary R. P. Char- 
bonneau of the Provincial Associa- 
tion. He congratulated the breeders 
on taking the distinct forward step 
in organizing a Provincial Associa- 
tion, pointing out the opportunities 
for service such an organization of- 
fers and also described in some de- 
tail the work of the Dominion Asso- 
ciation. 

Rev. Father Donat Godin of the 
Seminary of Ste. Therese, who is re- 
sponsible for the fine Holstein herd 
at that institution, gave a fine in- 
spirational talk, stressing the need 
of education along all general lines 
among the farmers of the province 
and urging the breeders to maintain 
their ideals and ambitions. Vice 
President Herve Husereau also 
spoke briefly. 


At a business session following 
the speaking program an extension 
program for the association was dis- 
cussed and officers elected for the 
ensuing year. President Carr, hav- 
ing been elected President of the 
Dominion Association at the annual 
meeting last February, was not a 
candidate for re-election and his.

Secretary Charbonneau _ reported 
that 14 local clubs have been organ- 
ized in the principal Holstein centers 
of the province and that 800 ques- 
tionnaires had been sent to Quebec 
breeders to which he had received 
only 150 replies. Of those respond- 
ing, 102 have bulls of R. O. P. par- 
entage, 38 are using Grade X sires 
and 22 Grade XX sires; 62 are test- 
ing in R. O. P. and 80 are doing 
some form of testing; 123 have ac- 
credited herds and 17 are blood test- 
ing. Of the 150 breeders replying, 
67 are members of a breeders’ club. 
He stressed the importance of get- 
ting more replies to these question- 
naires stating that such information 
is valuable in forming a breeding 
program for the province. It is 
planned to send out such question- 
naires every six months. From the 
answers received, Mr. Charbonneau 
prepares lists of breeders having 
stock for sale and lists of those 
wanting to buy and these lists are 
sent to the officers of the local clubs 
as well as to the Regional Agrono- 


mists, the Chief of Animal Hus- 
bandry and the field men. He also 
spceke of advertising that had been 
done in Holstein-Friesian World and 


Bulletin de la Ferne, and stated that 
much free publicity had been given 
by these publications in the way of 
news items.

THE WISCONSIN STATE FAIR 


The 1934 Wisconsin State Fair 
will be held August 25 to 31, in- 
clusive. The premium books have 
just been released. A total of $2,500 
in cash premiums is being offered by 
the Fair for the Holstein classes. 

Holstein breeders will be glad to 
know that the junior and _ senior 
yearling classes have been restored 
to the premium classification. In 
1933 the junior and senior yearlings 
were shown together in one class. 

The Group classes listed by the 
Fair this year include the Produce 
of Dam, Get of Sire, Breeders’ Young 
Herd, Graded Herd, Dairy Herd and 
County Herd. These groups are the 
same as in 1933 with the exception 
of the Dairy Herd which has been 
added. 

The rules provide that the Dairy 
Herd shall consist of three cows, 
owned by exhibitor, each of which 





must have a production § record 
(Dairy Herd Improvement or offic- 
ial) of not less than the amount set 
forth in the following schedule: 
Mature Class——400 lbs. fat; Senior 
4-year-old—375 lbs. fat; Junior 4- 
year-old—350 Ibs. fat; Senior 3- 
year-old—325 Ibs. fat; Junior 3- 
year-old—-300 lbs. fat; Senior 2- 
year-old—275 lbs. fat (within a 


period of 365 consecutive days). 
Satisfactory proof must be furnished 
that each animal in this group has 
freshened within the period January 
1, 1933 to September 1, 1934. 

I. W. Rupel, Madison, will judge 
the Holstein classes on Wednesday, 
August 29. 

A special dairy day to be known 
as the Milkland Festival is scheduled 
for Friday, August 31st. This day 
will be devoted entirely to the dairy 
industry and a special dairy pageant 
and parade will be the feature in 
front of the grandstand. This festi- 
val is a part of the Department of 
Agriculture and Markets program to 
increase the consumption of dairy 
products.

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Iowa Holstein Picnic

June 19th, the day of the Iowa 
Holstein picnic at Iowa State College 
Dairy Farm will be a memorable oc- 
casion in the minds of Iowa Holstein 
breeders.
